Other 
countries have big firms which have 
st ro n g influence in national and in­ 
ternational affairs, and it is asserted 
that some of the steel companies, the 
ship building companies, as well as 
munition m a ke rs, have too much hid ­

affecting the peace of the world.

H A R R IS B UR G, May 22 — (INS) — 
The Legislature decides all propo sals 
for conducting the affairs of State an d 
local g o v ern m en t and re g ulati ng the 
lives of citizens by making laws. 


Its e n a c tm e n ts become laws, 
s e t ­ 
ting up functions, duties, privileges, 
prohibitons and penalties, subject to 
the gub ern ato rial veto 
and 
judicial 
in terpre tation by the su p r e m e court. 
In event of a veto, the legisl ature can 
have the last word by o verr id in g the- 
veto by a tw o-thirds vote, bul this 
seldom happens. 


The Legislature is divided into two 
Houses, the Sen ate of 
50 
m e m b e rs 
elected tor fo ur-y ea r terms, and the 
H ouse of Representatives o r General 
Assembly of 208 m em b ers elected for 
two-year terms. The Senate is a c o n ­ 
tin uin g body, half of its m e m b e rs h i p 
retir in g every o th e r year, 
but 
the 
te r m s of representa tiv es all 
expire 
aim ultaneously. 
All decisions of the L egis latu re on 
the final passag e of any 
legislation 
m u s t be by a constitutional majority, 
that is by ut least 26 votes in the S e n ­ 
ate and 205 in the House. 
By constitutional 
restriction, 
no 
bill before the Legislature may relate 
to more than one subject. 
R e g u la r sessions of the L eg is latu re 
begin at noon on the first T u e sd a y in 
J a n u a r y on odd-nuinbered y e a rs and 
continue until both Houses a g r e e upon 
a d journm ent. The G overnor ca n c o n ­ 
vene the Leg islature into e x t r a o r d i ­ 
na ry session at any time, for specific 
purp oses and du rin g that meeting only 
subjects within the call can be consi d­ 
ered. 
It 
is safe to say that the vast m a ­ 
jority of Legislative work is done in 
committees which contain a majority 


.-of membe rs from the majority politi­ 
cal party in the Chamber. After a bill 
has been introduced iii either Hou se 
i (appropriation and the biennial b u d ­ 
get bills can be introduced only in 
tile House of Representatives but leg 
islation dealing with o th e r 
subjects 
can be initiated in t i th e r b ra n c h ) 
it 
is given a number and 
referred 
to 
comm ittee 
b> 
the presiding officer. 
I lie Lieutenant Governor presides in 
tiff Senate and the Speaker elected by 
the mem bersh ip presides in the House.

T he committee studies the bill, per 
haps holds a hearing on its mer its 
and takes testimony, and decides: To 
report it to the floor, to amend it and 
report it to the floor, or not to report 
it.
